JULY  UNIFORM  PRICE  $5.31 


Dairy  farmers  who  delivered  Grade  "A”  milk  to  handlers  subject  to  the  Fort 
Wayne  milk  order  in  July  1968  will  receive  a minimum  uniform  price  of  $5.31 
per  hundredweight  for  milk  testing  3.5%,  subject  to  a butterfat  differential  of 
7.8  cents.  The  minimum  price  is  also  subject  to  a 5 cents  per  hundredweight 
marketing  service  deduction  to  nonmembers,  authorized  hauling  charges,  and 
location  differentials. 


The  $5.31  price  for  July  1968  is  41  cents  above  the  June  1968  price,  and 
38  cents  above  the  July  1967  price.  The  July  1968  uniform  price  was  not 
reduced  under  the  "Louisville  Plan"  provisions  of  the  order. 

JULY  PRODUCER  RECEIPTS  AND  UTILIZATION 


There  were  873  approved  producers  who  shipped  22,359,296  pounds  of  milk  to 
the  Fort  Wayne  market  during  July  1968  of  which  15,733,484  pounds  or  70.4%  was 
utilized  in  Class  I by  9 pooled  handlers.  Class  I utilization  was  up  7.8%  from 
June.  On  a volume  basis,  production  was  down  9.2%,  but  Class  I utilization  of 
producer  milk  was  up  2.1%  from  June  1968. 

AUGUST  CLASS  I PRICE  $5.81 

The  effective  basic  formula  price,  as  established  by  the  amendment  to 
§1047.50  of  the  Fort  Wayne  order,  of  $4.33  was  increased  by  the  standard 
differential  of  $1.20  and  further  increased  by  a special  20  cents  adjustment 
and  a supply-demand  adjustment  of  8 cents  to  establish  the  August  Class  I price 
of  $5.81.  This  price  of  $5.81  is  2 cents  above  the  July  1968  Class  I priicSd^EfT.  OF

CONSOLIDATION  HEARING  CONCLUDED 


The  Federal  Milk  Marketing  hearing  held  July  29  at  Indianapolis  for  evidence 
concerning  proposals  to  consolidate  all  of  Northern  and  Central  Indiana  into  one 
marketing  area  was  concluded  at  4:00  p.m.,  July  30.  Principal  witnesses  were 
Dr.  Emerson  Babb,  Purdue  University;  Mr.  Harold  Cope  of  Pure  Milk  Association, 
Chicago;  and  Mr.  Frank  Engeler,  Wayne  Coop  Milk  Producers,  Fort  Wayne.  Strong 
supporting  evidence  was  presented  by  handlers  and  handler  representatives  totaling 
eighteen  in  number. 

Preparation  of  the  hearing  record  is  being  expedited  and  will  be  available  for 
inspection  at  the  market  administrators'  offices.  Date  of  August  20  has  been  set 
for  the  submission  of  briefs.
